Think  of  it'  Before  this  century  ends,  there  will  be  twice  as  many 
people  in  the  United  States  to  feed,  clothe  and  shelter.  A  large  part 
of  this  population  will  be  concentrated  here  m  the  East. 

It  will  mean  many  more  markets  to  satisfy  and  twice  as  much  need 
for  the  products  of  our  farms.  . 

Meeting  this  demand  will  be  a  job— not  for  agriculture  alone, 
but  for  Agribusiness,  a  complex  of  industries  engaged  m  producing, 
processing  and  distributing  food  and  fiber  that  springs  from  the  soil.

Bureau  of 

Animal  Industry 

The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  is  responsible  for  initiating  and 
carrying  out  programs  for  the  prevention,  control  and  eradication  of 
transmissible  diseases  of  livestock  and  poultry. 

The  primary  concern  is  to  safeguard  livestock — the  stabilizing 
factor  in  Pennsylvania's  agricultural  economy — and  protect  the  large 
investment  in  the  livestock  and  poultry  industries. 

Successful  programs  to  stamp  out  diseases  that  threaten  economic 
loss  also  serve  to  encourage  expansion  of  the  livestock  industry.  This 
is  an  important  consideration  since  Pennsylvania  is  a  meat  deficient 
state  and  there  is,  therefore,  an  opportunity  for  increased  livestock 
production  here. 

Effective  methods  have  been  employed  to  eradicate  sheep  scabies, 
vesicular  exanthema,  contagious  pleuropneumonia  and  foot  and  mouth 
disease.  The  incidence  of  other  major  livestock  diseases  are  on  the 
down  trend. 

A  statewide  program  is  being  launched  to  eradicate  hog  cholera  in 
Pennsylvania,  and  extensive  testing  programs  are  being  continued 
to  curb  tuberculosis  and  brucellosis. 

A  target  date  of  1975  has  been  established  for  complete  eradication 
of  brucellosis  in  all  species.

When  you  buy  food  and  beverages  at  your  local  grocery  store, 
you  have  a  right  to  expect  them  to  be  tasty,  wholesome,  of  good 
quality,  nutritious,  and  prepared  under  sanitary  conditions. 

The  Bureau  of  Foods  and  Chemistry  is  on  the  job  to  make  cer- 
tain the  foods  you  buy:  (1)  Will  not  cause  illness,  (2)  Will  not 
contain  foreign  matter,  (3)  Will  not  be  an  economic  cheat. 

Most  of  the  violations  for  which  processors  and  retailers  are  cited 
are  either  accidental  or  of  an  economic  nature,  rather  than  instances 
of  deliberate  adulteration. 

In  buying  his  raw  materials,  such  as  animal  feed,  lime,  and  fer- 
tilizer for  producing  food  and  fiber,  the  farmer  depends  on  the  guar- 
antee of  the  manufacturer.  Nearly  20,000  individual  laboratory  tests 
are  made  annually  by  the  Feed  and  Fertilizer  Division  to  check  these 

In  addition  to  the  General  Food  Law,  the  Bureau  enforces  specific 
laws  relating  to  ice  cream,  bakery  products,  sausage,  oleomargarine 
soft  drinks,  animal  feed,  fertilizer,  pesticides,  and  lime.  Many  of 
these  laws  require  registration  and  licensing.  The  Bureau  issues  ap- 
proximately 35,000  licenses,  permits,  and  certificates  of  registration 
each  year. 

The  Division  of  Milk  Sanitation  annually  issues  more  than  3,000 
permits  to  dairies  in  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  states  which  sell 
milk  in  Pennsylvania.  These  plants  are  inspected  regularly  by  the 
Bureau.  Employees  of  dairies  are  certified  to  inspect  dairy  farms  to 
see  that  cows  and  milk  are  being  handled  in  a  manner  to  insure  rigid 
standards  of  quality. 

Samples  of  food,  animal  feed,  fertilizer,  and  agricultural  lime- 
stone are  collected  by  agents  of  the  Bureau  throughout  the  state  for 
analysis  in  the  Bureau's  laboratory.  New  laboratory  facilities  will  be 
available  by  late  summer,  1964,  in  the  new  Pennsylvania  Department 
of  Agriculture  Building  opposite  the  Farm  Show  Building.  The  new 
facilities  will  include  modern  equipment  for  the  chemical  analysis  of 
food,  feed,  fertilizer,  and  liming  materials  and  a  special  laboratory 
devoted  to  the  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  ice  cream,  and 
other  dairy  products. 
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Bureau  of 

Markets 

The  Bureau  of  Markets,  as  the  name  implies,  is  primarily  concerned 
with  developing  plans  and  programs  to  assist  in  the  orderly  and  effec- 
tive marketing  of  Pennsylvania  farm  products.  In  carrying  out  this 
function,  the  Bureau  provides  a  broad  range  of  services  that  include: 

1.  Providing  counsel  and  assistance  to  farmer,  processing  and 
distribution  organizations  and  individuals. 

2.  Compiling  and  distributing  timely  information  on  the  supply, 
demand,  movement  and  prevailing  prices  of  farm  products. 

3.  Assisting  in  the  coordination  of  efforts  of  various  commodity 
marketing  groups. 

The  Bureau  also  is  responsible  for  enforcing  rules  and  regulations 
pertaining  to  the  grading  and  inspection  of  farm  products  and  services. 
Essentially,  this  phase  of  the  Bureau's  activity  is  directed  toward  as- 
suring consumers  consistent  high  quality  in  the  food  they  buy.  Quality 
guides  are  provided  farmers,  processors  and  distributors,  and  stand- 
ards are  maintained  for  grading  and  certification  of  various  farm  prod- 
ucts, including  livestock  and  poultry. 

The  Bureau  is  responsible  for  enforcing  the  State  fresh  egg  law; 
the  marking  laws  for  potatoes,  apples,  peaches,  pears  and  grapes; 
and  the  law  pertaining  to  filing  of  reports  by  farmer  cooperatives. 

Other  functions  include:  Licensing  produce  dealers;  operation  and 
inspection  of  the  National  Poultry  Improvement  Plan  and  the  Na- 
tional Turkey  Improvement  Plan;  operation  and  official  compilation 
of  data  in  the  Pennsylvania  egg  laying  test. 

In  addition,  the  Bureau  of  Markets  is  responsible  for  administration 
of  the  disbursement  of  state  and  local  fair  funds. 
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Bureau  of 

Plant  Industry 


Agricultural  and  vegetable  seeds  offered  for  sale  on  the  market  are 
cheeked  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  for  purity  and  germination 
and  also  for  the  presence  of  weed  seeds.  The  Pennsylvania  Seed  Act 
further  requires  proper  labeling  of  seed  offered  for  sale. 

Recent  increases  in  acreage  yield  of  grain  crops  and  potatoes  are 
due  partly  to  the  availability  of  superior  crop  seeds  furnished  through 
the  seed  certification  service  of  this  Bureau. 

All  of  the  nurseries  of  the  state  are  inspected  each  year  and  those 
free  of  plant  pests  are  officially  certified  by  the  state.  Where  pests 
are  found,  prompt  treatment  for  their  control  is  a  requirement  for 
certification.  This  insures  that  purchasers  of  Pennsylvania  grown  stock 
will  get  good,  vigorous  ornamental  or  fruit  plants. 

Statewide  surveys  are  made  to  determine  the  presence  or  abundance 
of  plant  pests  known  to  exist  in  the  state  such  as  stem  rust;  Japanese 
beetle;  oak  wilt  disease;  gypsy  moth;  Eastern  tent  caterpillar  and 
fall  web  worms.  Surveys  are  also  made  for  pests  of  potential  economic 
importance,  but  not  known  to  exist  in  Pennsylvania,  such  as  the  cereal 
leaf  beetle  and  the  European  chafer. 

The  result  of  survey  programs  set  in  motion  control  measures  where 
plant  pest  infestations  are  of  sufficient  severity  to  warrant  the  action. 
A  state  quarantine  area  may  be  established  until  the  pest  is  brought 
under  control.  If  the  pest  gets  out  of  control,  the  state  quarantine  may 
be  dropped  and  a  federal  quarantine  established  as  was  the  case  with 
the  Japanese  beetle  quarantine  many  years  ago. 

All  known  colonies  of  bees  are  inspected  as  an  aid  to  beekeepers  in 
the  control  of  the  devastating  brood  diseases.  Colonies  found  with 
diseases  are  ordered  treated  or  destroyed.  The  incidence  of  foulbrood 
has  been  reduced  to  less  than  2  per  cent. 
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State  Farm  Show 


The  broad  picture  of  Pennsylvania  agriculture  is  portrayed  annually 
in  an  exhibition  that  has  gained  world-wide  recognition,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Farm  Show.  This  recognition  is  evident  in  the  increasing 
number  of  foreign  visitors  among  record  throngs  that  "come  to  the 
show"  each  year. 

In  addition  to  products  of  the  soil  and  handicrafts  of  the  home, 
the  Farm  Show  has  become  a  display  case  for  agricultural  equipment 
and  machinery  on  a  scale  that  amazes  visitors.  In  recent  years  it  also 
has  emphasized  the  close  relationship  of  agriculture  to  many  other 
basic  industries  in  Pennsylvania's  growing  Agribusiness  economy. 

The  Farm  Show  is  conducted  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Farm 
Products  Show  Commission.  Serving  the  Commission  in  an  advisory 
capacity  is  the  Farm  Show  Committee  that  is  made  up  of  representa- 
tives of  56  different  farm  organizations. 

Attendance,  climbing  steadily  over  the  years,  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  690,000  in  1963.  It  was  a  different  story,  however,  in  1964. 
Eighteen  inches  of  snow  fell  on  opening  day — more  than  the  total 
amount  in  any  previous  Farm  Show  week.  The  storm  blocked  roads, 
crippled  transportation  services,  and  kept  attendance  extremely  low 
during  the  fore  part  of  the  week. 

The  Farm  Show  Building,  with  its  spacious  exhibit  area  and  large 
and  small  arenas,  is  becoming  a  center  for  many  diversified  activities. 
Increased  use  of  the  building  for  athletic  events  has  helped  swell  total 
annual  attendance  well  beyond  the  million  mark. 

A  new  event  for  1964  is  the  Pennsylvania  Ail-American  Dairy  Show 
scheduled  for  Sept.  14  to  17.  The  Pennsylvania  Livestock  Exposition 
will  be  held  from  Nov.  9  to  13,  and  the  1965  Pennsylvania  State  Farm 
Show  from  Jan.  11  to  15. 
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Soil  and  Water  Conservation 

Commission 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  is  chairman  of 
the  State  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission. 

The  Commission's  work  is  largely  educational,  explaining  the  pur- 
pose and  operation  of  soil  and  water  conservation  districts  by  the  use 
of  literature,  articles,  slide  talks,  films  and  other  media.  It  encourages 
the  formation  of  new  districts,  a  job  which  is  nearly  completed  and 
helps  county  commissioners  organize  them  once  created  by  resolution. 
Districts  are  currentlv  developing  long-range  land  use  programs  to 
promote  the  wise  use  of  Pennsylvania's  natural  resources.  Clerical  aid 
funds  and  other  assistance  are  furnished  Pennsylvania's  62  soil  and 
water  conservation  districts  now  organized. 

Of  special  interest  to  the  urban  and  rural  dwellers  is  a  25-mmute 
16  mm.  color  film,  entitled,  "Beyond  Tomorrow,"  portraying  the 
accomplishments  of  Pennsylvania's  soil  and  water  conservation  dis- 
tricts. A  new  film  "A  Plan  for  Penn's  Land  "  tells  the  need  and  use 
of  soil  surveys.  These  are  available  for  showings  without  charge 
through  the  State  Soil  and  Water  Conservation  Commission. 

Special  activities  of  the  Commission  include  the  administration  of 
the  state  appropriation  for  the  cooperative  federal-state  soil  survey 
program  and  support  of  research  with  the  U.  S.  Geological  Survey 
to  measure  the  effects  of  conservation  on  stream  flow  and  siltation. 
The  Commission  acts  as  the  Governor's  representative  in  approving 
small  watershed  flood  prevention  programs  under  U.  S.  Public  Law 
566  and  Resource  Conservation  and  Development  Projects  admin- 
istered by  U.S.D.A. 

Steady  progress  in  all  areas  of  the  Pennsylvania  conservation  pro- 
gram has  been  noted  bv  the  Commission.  Pennsylvania  has  a  long 
history  marked  by  good  farming  practices.  Farmers  in  the  common- 
wealth were  among  the  first  to  recognize  the  need  for  fertilizers,  water 
control  and  other  similar  practices  designed  to  stop  erosion  and  main- 
tain the  productivity  of  Pennsylvania's  soils. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Commission  to  assist  local  private  watershed 
organizations  wherever  possible.  Applications  for  assistance  under 
the  Watershed  Protection  and  Flood  Prevention  Act  (TJ.  S.  Public  Law 
566)  are  checked  by  Commission  staff  members. 
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Crop  Reporting  Service 


The  Pennsylvania  Crop  Reporting  Service  is  a  cooperative  operation 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Statistical 
Reporting  Service  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Its  primary 
function  and  responsibility  is  to  serve  as  the  fact  finding  and  research 
agency  for  both  departments. 

It  is  responsible  for  collecting,  analyzing  and  disseminating  agricul- 
tural facts  for  and  within  the  Commonwealth.  In  addition,  the  Crop 
Reporting  Service  conducts  special  surveys  on  production  and  market- 
ing practices. 

Current  as  well  as  historic  agricultural  statistics  are  essential  to 
many  well  managed  business  enterprises.  They  are  useful  to  farmers, 
manufacturers,  transportation  companies,  processors,  storage  facilities 
operators,  research  workers  and  many  other  allied  agricultural  in- 
terests. 

Approximately  15,000  volunteer  farm  operators  serve  as  the  back- 
bone of  this  agency  by  supplying  timely  information  from  the  farm 
front.  Also  important  is  the  cooperation  given  by  handlers  of  farm 
products,  dealers  in  farm  services  and  supplies,  marketing  and  proces- 
sing firms,  banks  and  general  businesses.  With  the  assistance  of  all 
these  segments  of  the  agricultural  economy,  accurate  and  up-to-date 
information  is  readily  available  on  a  statewide  as  well  as  on  a  county 
basis. 


Harness  Racing  Commission 

The  State  Harness  Racing  Commission  has  general  jurisdiction  over 
Pennsylvania's  newest  sports  activity,  pari-mutuel  harness  racing.  It 
is  responsible  for  licensing  corporations,  associations  and  all  persons 
who  conduct  or  participate  in  harness  racing  with  pari-mutuel  wag- 
ering. 

In  the  first  season  of  pari-mutuel  harness  racing  in  Pennsylvania,  in 
1963,  more  than  a  million  people  attended  three  meetings  at  two 
tracks  with  a  total  of  150  days  of  racing.  The  meets  were  acclaimed 
for  the  high  quality  of  racing  provided.  Several  world  records  were 
set  and  many  photo  finishes  attested  to  the  evenly  matched  contests. 
The  Pennsylvania  program  also  gained  recognition  for  its  efficient 
security  measures. 

An  innovation  in  racing  circles  was  the  introduction  of  an  all- 
weather  track  surface  at  The  Meadows  in  Washington  County.  The 
synthetic  material  is  unaffected  by  weather  and  permits  racing  under 
all  conditions. 

Indicative  of  the  high  calibre  of  racing  was  the  fact  that  nine  of  the 
first  ten  horse*  nominated  for  the  annual  "Horse  of  the  Year"  award 
raced  in  Pennsylvania  in  1963.  The  tenth  was  not  entered  because  of 
an  oversight.

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Pennsylvania  History, 
Topography,  Climate 

Pennsylvania,  one  of  the  thirteen  original  states,  was  settled  by  William  Penn 
at  Upland  (now  called  Chester)  in  1682.  The  grant  of  the  territory  west  of  the 
Delaware  River  was  made  to  Penn  by  the  King  of  England  in  settlement  of  a 
debt  of  $80,000  due  the  estate  of  Penn's  father  for  services  rendered  as  an  Admiral 
in  the  English  Navy.  The  English  secured  this  territory  from  the  Dutch  in  1664 

The  State  originally  consisted  of  three  counties:  Philadelphia.  Chester  and 
Bucks.  The  number  was  increased  by  dividing  these  counties  from  time  to  time 
until  the  number  reached  67.  The  last  county  was  Lackawanna  m  1878. 

The  State  is  rectangular  in  shape  and  about  302  miles  long  by  176  wide.  It 
contains  45.215  square  miles,  or  28.828.000  acres  of  land  area,  and  is  thirty-third 
in  size  among  the  states.  It  is  not  quite  as  large  as  New  York  but  a  little  larger 
than  Virginia,  and  is  more  than  twice  as  large  as  New  Jersey.  Delaware  and 
Maryland  put  together. 

TOPOGRAPHY 

Pennsylvania,  as  is  the  case  in  most  Atlantic  States,  has  comparatively  level 
lands  in  the  east  and  is  more  mountainous  in  the  central  and  western  sections. 
The  elevation  of  the  land  varies  from  less  than  one  hundred  feet  above  sea  level 
in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State  to  approximately  three  thousand  feet  at  the 
summit  of  some  of  the  ridges  in  the  Allegheny  Mountains. 

The  Piedmont  province,  one  of  three  topographic  provinces  crossing  the  State, 
takes  in  all  the  land  southeast  of  South  Mountain.  The  second  is  the  Ridge  and 
Valley  province  in  the  central  section  of  the  State.  It  is  largely  mountainous  on 
the  west.  The  topographv  consists  of  many  long  ridges  of  1.000  and  1,500  feet 
high,  separating  manv  beautiful  and  fertile  valleys.  The  largest  valleys  are  the 
Nittanv  and  the  Kishacoquillas.  The  Allegheny  Mountain  and  Plateau  province 
lies  to' the  west  and  north  of  the  Ridge  and  Valley  province  and  covers  about 
two-thirds  of  the  entire  area  of  Pennsylvania.  The  streams  and  the  valleys  of 
this  western  section  wind  in  all  directions,  and  the  surface  is  a  maze  of  hills  and 
valleys,  quite  high  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  province  but  becoming  gently  rolling 
in  the  west. 

CLIMATE 

Pennsvlvania  is  in  that  part  of  the  United  States  having  comparatively  heavy 
rainfall.'  It  is  heaviest  over  most  of  the  State  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months,  just  when  it  will  do  most  good  for  the  growing  of  crops.  The  State  is 
in  the  zone  of  prevailing  westerly  winds.  Throughout  most  of  the  State  the  wind 
blows  chiefly  from  the  northwest  in  winter  and  from  the  southwest  during  the 
summer,  except  when  disturbed  by  storms.  Annual  precipitation  averages  42 
inches. 

AGRICULTURAL  OPPORTUNITIES 

Agribusiness — agriculture  and  its  allied  enterprises — is  Pennsylvania's  major 
industry.  Its  importance  is  emphasized  by  the  fact  that  approximately  43  per 
cent  of  the  wage  earners  in  Pennsylvania  now  derive  all  or  part  of  their  income 
from  Agribusiness. 

Agriculture,  as  the  keystone  of  Pennsylvania's  Agribusiness,  today  supplies 
unexcelled  farm  products  to  the  nation's  major  commodity  markets,  many  of 
them  less  than  75  miles  away.  Economists  predict  an  even  more  important  role 
for  the  state's  farmland  in  the  future.  They  foresee  Pennsylvania  as  the  bread- 
basket of  the  "Eastern  Megalopolis."  a  crescent -shaped  area  from  Boston  to 
Norfolk  that  is  expected  to  become  one  vast  community  with  population  in  the 
multi-millions.
